Paul Hattabaugh, a 1963 graduate of R.C.H.S., died 
in Viet Nam as a result of a head gunshot wound received 
in hostile ground action. The Purple Heart was awarded 
posthumously to the paratrooper rifleman who began his 
tour of duty in Viet Nam on Aug. 20, 1965. Paul, a mem- 
ber of the First Calvary Division of the First Airborne 
Brigade, in late September had wound up his first week 
of combat operations in South Viet Nam’s Central High- 
lands with a unit which repelled 27 attempted Cong at- 
tacks in the An Khe region. The First Brigade troops en- 
gaged in numerous fights as guerrilla forces attempted to 
penetrate perimeter defenses. As a student, Paul was a 
quiet, well-mannered boy; as a soldier, he gave his life for 
his country.

Finalist and his election into the National Honor Society 
in his junior year.

He then entered Purdue Universi- 
ty, but his illness forced him to discontinue school with 
only six weeks remaining in the term. An exceptional and 
dedicated student, Ron possessed a quality called cour- 
age — that thing that keeps you going in time of happi- 
ness, sorrow, or despair. Ron trulv had it — something we 
all should possess, a faith in God and the courage to fight 
no matter what the odds. Everyone who knew him will 
remember him as a man.
